Emerson was her 
greatest hero, and taught her many 
things. 

“Emerson,” she later wrote, “ree 
mained my ‘Master’ while he lived, 
doing more for me than he knew, 
by the simple beauty of his life, the 
truth and wisdom of his books, the 
example of a great, good man, un- 
spoiled by the world which he made 
better while in it.” 

As a younger woman, Louisa spent 
much of her time as a teacher in 
Boston. She also wrote short stories, 
which now and then were printed 
with the reward of a few dollars. 
Much of the while she lived in a 
garret. 

At last. after the end of the Civil 
War, a large measure of success came 
to her. She wrote book after book 
for children, and thousands of copies 
were sold. Her greatest success was 
a volume called “Little Women,” 
which was published shortly before her 
36th birthday. 

“Little Women” is still widely read 
by boys and girls. It contains much 
that was drawn from the life of the 
Aleott family, and the character of 
“Jo” stands for Louisa. 

“Little Men” and “Jo's Boys” were 
‘published later, and added to the 
‘fame of the author. She lived until 
‘the year 1888. Her complete works 
|were gathered in an edition of 25 
volumes.
